DETAILED ACTION 

Remarks 

1 . In view of amendments and Applicant's arguments, the Examiner withdraws the 
requirements for restriction to claims 17, 18, 24 and 25 and the rejection under 35 USC 
1 03(a) to claims 1 , 2, 4, 5, 7-1 6, 1 9, 20 and 26-30. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 2, 4, 5, 7-20 and 24-30 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Regarding claim 1 , the prior art of record does not show a system for carrying 
and moving an object as described in claim 1 wherein the coil structure and the 
magnetic structure are positioned relative to each other and separated by an air bearing 
attached to the coil structure or the magnetic structure. 

Regarding claim 19, the prior art of record does not show a method for carrying 
and moving an object in a plane using the system as described in claim 1 . 

Regarding claims 17 and 18, the prior art of record does not show a lithographic 
apparatus as described in claims 17 and 18 comprising the system for carrying and 
moving an object as described in claim 1 . 

Regarding claims 24 and 25, the prior art of record does not show a device 
manufacturing method as described in claims 24 and 25 using the system for carrying 
and moving an object as described in claim 1 .
